Talk-in will be on the 146.835- (114.8 Hz tone) 
portable repeater. If you have an ARES or RACES ID

If you don’t have HF privileges under your current 
license class, just ask—if control operators are 
available (and they usually are) you can explore the 
fun and excitement of HF operation. This also is an 
excellent opportunity to learn about HF SSB, Digital, 
packet, APRS and other exciting modes with the help 
of experienced operators. 

Last year, WX@PUB ranked 13" of the 88 NWS 
stations that submitted logs, making 428 contacts in 46 
states and worked 57 other NWS forecast offices 
during the 24-hour period. 

Because setup must be accomplished very quickly/ 
efficiently on Friday, we have a dedicated and 
experienced group of volunteers who do this. If you’re 
particularly interested in the setup process, contact 
K@HBZ if you would like to observe or help.

(JOTA) started about a year ago, with the scouts 
asking if we wanted to do a repeat of the 
camporee/JOTA from 2004. Sounded like fun,

load of fun activities besides the amateur radio 
activities.

This JOTA, we had poor weather, some scouts 
and scout leaders had their tents destroyed by the 
high winds. The 40-degree temperature drop 
caught almost everyone by surprise, so the 
camporee was concluded by 2:00 PM Saturday. 
The only activities which opened up were the 
Amateur Radio demonstrations/hands-on and 
Geocaching. 

Camp site weather did not match either the 
Denver or Colorado Springs predictions. The 
scout leader met at 9:00 AM and decided to 
conclude the camporee by 2:00 PM. Part of the 
decision was based on the Ranger telling them to 
expect 3 to 6 more inches of snow during the 
evening and through Saturday night. The scouts 
and adults really didn’t want to have to go through 
a repeat. 

The first events were to be the Flag ceremony 
followed by EOSS. But the winds were 15 to 20+ 
mph so the wind chill was low so the scouts were 
told to stay out of the wind. So these morning 
events were cancelled. The EOSS folks knew the 
conditions were outside their safe launch window 
and cancelled the flight Friday afternoon. By 9:30 
AM the weather had calmed down and started to 
turn into a really nice day. And the Amateur 
Radio and Goecaching activities were opened up 
for the scout to participate in. 

We ended up with about 150 scouts 
experiencing amateur radio. Contacts were made 
to many locations inside the US and outside. It 
was interesting that the HF-SSB QSO to a JOTA 
event in California was exciting as the contact to 
Greenland, or Germany. Shel tuned to various 
parts of 20-meters and talked about the different 
types is signals heard and gave some good 
illustrations about propagation. His easy nature, 
good education, and positive encouragement got 
many scouts talking to other scouts or amateur 
radio operators over the air.

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This is the first year we actually got IRLP up and 
running, and what a show it was! Mark WL7LZ 
had spent the last 2 weeks arranging contacts with 
other JOTA groups.

Mike K@TER had quite a few visitors. His 
trailer itself was a display of how amateur radio 
operators, at their own cost, provide quick 
deployment station for emergency situations. Of 
course the plan was to point this out, but that 


important information slipped past me when I 
talked to the assembled scouts just prior to 
opening up the amateur radio activities. 

Digital provided an opportunity to communicate 
to various locations using amateur radio modes 
the scout did not even know existed. In the 
following picture two scouts are sending email 
through the WINLink system. 


We entertained many “how do I become a ham 
radio operator” questions. It appears our efforts 
opened eyes to what really is available in amateur 
radio. 

Many operators helped with arranging and 
supporting the effort. Marshall KC@USF helped 
in planning and making the IRLP poster (which 
was heavily used and referred to). Jim W9KOZ 
attended planning meeting with the scouts, and 
provided electrical power. Mike KOMLA 
dropped by to support the activities as well. 

All-in-all, it appeared to be a really good time 
for everyone involved.

TIPS & TRICKS 


Sometimes when working on a project a third hand 
is needed. Here is my solution: a pair of channel lock 
pliers with a rubber band across the handle. The jaws 
are adjustable for the size of project, which is a very 
big help.

Greetings to the PPRAA! 


Thank you to all the club members for putting their 
trust in me and electing me President. I wanted to use 
this first President’s letter and introduce myself and 
talk a little about my background and some ideas that I 
have for the club. 

First, I'd like to say a little about me. I was born here 
in Colorado Springs but moved a great deal as a kid. I 
have lived in Colorado, Oklahoma, Louisiana, New 
Hampshire, Maine, Washington State, and Germany. 
If you count short deployments from the navy you can 
add Mississippi, California, and Alaska to that list. I 
moved back to Colorado in March 1985 and have been 
here ever since. I enlisted in the Navy Reserves in the 
summer of 1985 and went to boot camp between my 
junior and senior years of high school. I graduated in 
1986 and shortly after graduation went to “A” school 
for the Navy to be a heavy equipment operator with 
the SeaBees. I went to EO “A” school in Mississippi 
that summer and it rained a lot. Why do I remember 
that it rained a lot? Every time it rained, we watched 
the movie, The Fighting SeaBees, with John Wayne.

After A school I came back to Colorado and went to 
work for the gas department of Colorado Springs 
Utilities (CSU) as an hourly laborer. It was during this 
time that I met and started dating Susan.
